W HAT PRISONERS NEED. 
Our prison problems are e n dle s s . 
No sooner do we g e t 
one of them solv ed than some new ang le dev elops to unsolv e 
it. 
So we hav e continuous, futile discussion about it and 
about. 
Take the matter of sentences. 
We tried making them 
short and we tried making them long . 
In nearly all of our 
states we prov ided prison terms for v arious crimes with a 
minimum and max imum limit. 
Hav ing done that, wu hav e 
ex perimented a g ood deal with the deg ree of elasticity . In 
r e ­ 
cent y ears the tendency has*been to widen the g ap. 
Thus a 
prisoner mig ht be confined from one to 20 y ears, or from one 
y ear to “ life.” 
This policy chang ed a basic principle of the older justice, 
which put the deg ree of punishment up to the court. 
That 
responsibility is now transferred mostly from the judg e to 
the parole board. 
The parole board is a g ood institution, g enerally speaking , 
but too much was ex pected of it, and naturally it hasn’t 
measured up. 
It is seldom possible tor parole boards to 
know as much about a case as the judg e knew when it w a s 
tried. Thus many curious thing s are done. 
Had men g et oil', 
and g ood men are ov erlooked. Such a board is usually more 
subject to political and personal influence than a court. 
So 
we shall probably swing back ag ain to g reater judicial dis­ 
cretion in penalties. 
Meanwhile, the “ idle house” flourishes. 
After we hav e done a lot more swing ing back and forth, 
in this and other matters, we may finally settle down on the 
g ood old rock-bottom truth that what prisoners, or any other 
g roup of human being s, need more than any thing else, is 
steady , constructiv e, self-respecting employ ment. 


THE REALIST. 
In the spatter of comment that alway s follows the passing 
of a conspicuous writer, there seems to be g eneral ag ree­ 
ment that Arnold Bennett was a g reat nov elist. 
At least he was successful, financially and professionally . 
He was looked up to. 
His judg ment was asked on many 
thing s. 
W hether he wa> a literary g enius in another question. He 
himself, being a lev el-headed fellow, would probably hav e 
said no. 
The most characteristic comment on Bennett 
observ ed 
since his demise is this; 
“ All his works show meticulous de­ 
tail. Bennett was known to dev ote an entire pag e to the de­ 
scription of the tick of a clock.” 
Now, the tick of a clock is something that any one with 
ordinary perceptiv e powers mig ht observ e for himself. 
And 
to most of us it is certainly not worth a pag e of description. 
Pure realism alway s has its limitations. 
What many of us 
want, and probably what we want most, is illumination and 
liie of soul, rather than photog raphic reproduction of com­ 
mon place facts. 
That requires in an author creativ e 
ag ination and spiritual power.

per is acquainted first 
hand with 
farmers and their problems and has 
been deeply Interested in the legis- 
1st on of the past two years in th» 
farmer’s interest, 
according 
to 
a 
statement from the Division of In­ 
formation and Publication of the 
Coorge 
Washington 
Bicentennial 
Commission. 
Well," 
the 
f a r m o r-leglslator 
thought for a moment, "if you think 
of it. Washington did set the first 
cvample in American farming The 
fanners today, as I know them are 
too everlastingly busy with current 
history to look back a century or 
two, 
I know that's the case* with 
me. 
And yet," the Senator thought 
on. "they should do that. 
"The American farmer of today," 
he settled back to say, "has every 
reason to feel toward Washington, 
the fanner, an almost filial respect 
m d duty. 
In his occupation, 
at 
least, he's a lineal descendant of the 
foremost farmer of a century’ and 
more ago. 
If modem invention en­ 
ables the farmer of today to im­ 
prove on the methods of Wn hing- 
ton’s time, nevertheless 
Washing­ 
ton’s example In experiment and in 
pioneering remains the same 
Tt 
could hardly be improved upon.” the 
Senator smilingly asserted, "but the 
modern farmer has earned 011 that 
pioneering spirit unabated." 
As his thought 
on the 
subject 
shaped itself, the Senator went on, 
"The modern farmer can feel sum- 
pathy for Washington been us* W ash­ 
ington’s problems as a farmer were ' n v< 
like the problems, the aims of every 
farmer of the present 
It memory 
serves me, Washington’s experiences 
with one of the great farms of his 
rime was not an unbroken record 
f. f successes 
’To begin with, Washington's land 
was not the finest soil in the young 
country. 
Many a farmer of today 
has to face the 
>ame di-scourm 
* 
raent. 
And like Washington, 
he 
roes struggle against the handicap 
That is one bond of sumpathy b<*- 
t ween them. 
But perhaps the closest parallel 
between Washington iuid the mod­ 
ern American farmer is the fact 
that both knew the worries and \« *x- 
itions of declining prices as the re- 
cult of a production above the ca ­ 
pacity of the market to consume. 
It sounds very modern to read m 
W ashington’s diary 
his complaints 
a t the falling returns from his to­ 
bacco. 
His problems and those of 
the present day farmer may differ 
in technical detaii. but in essentials 
they are the same. 
"After all. the farmer of 
today 
buys with his wheat or his corn 
v ha t he wants and needs. 
He may 
first convert his grain into money, 
still, whatever the means of pur­ 
chase it’s the farmer , product that 
supplies his with buying power. In 
W ashington’s day that was more d i­ 
rectly the case. 
The nation was 
tnen undeveloped and without an 
* ¿ Sclent monetary sustem, and to­ 
bacco itself had to serve m place 
of cash. 
So Washington, as he him­ 
self complains, felt it when the val­ 
ue of his crops shrank in value, and 
be had to offer more of it for goods 
or for cash in return. 
If Washing­ 
ton were here today, lie and a hun­ 
dred thousand of our farmers could 
talk in terms of perfect understand­ 
ing. 
Y es,’ the Senator said, to em ­ 
phasize 
the 
point, 
"Washington 
would understand our farmers per­ 
fectly. 
Thousands of them may nev­ 
er have hud time to read of Wash­ 
ington’s farming 
experience, 
but 
they are going through tiie same ex­ 
periences today.
